(2) Every such Board shall consist of a Chairman 

and two other members who are, or have 

been Judges, of any high Court or who 

are qualified under the Constitution of India 
to be appointed as Judges of a High Court: 

Provided that the Chairman of 'such Board 
shall be a person who is, or has been, 
a Judge of a High Court.

(1) The Advisory Board shall, after considering 
the materials placed before it and, after 
calling for such further information as it 
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may deem necessary from the Administrator 
or from any person called for the purpose 
through the Administrator or from the detenu 
and if, in any particular case, the Advisory 
Board considers it essential so to do or 
if the detenu desires to be hoard after 
hearing the detenu in person, submit it * 
report to the Administrator wilhin fryiii co Is 
from the date of detention of ihe detenu. 

(2) The report of the Advisory Board shall 

specify in a separate part thereof the opinion 
of the Advisory Board as to wild her or 
not there is sufficient cause for the detention 
of the detenu. 

(3) When there is a difference of opinion among 

the members forming the Advisory Board 
the opinion of the majority of such members 
shall be deemed to be the opinion of the 
Board. 

(4) The proceedings of the Advisory Board and 

its report excepting that part of the report 
in which the opinion of the Advisory Board 
is specified shall be confidential. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall entitle any 

person against whom a detention order has 
been made to appear by any legal practitioner 
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in any matter connected with the reference 
to the Advisory Board. 

13. (1) In any case where the Advisory Board has 

reported that there is, in its opinion, suf¬ 
ficient cause for the detention of the detenu, 
the Administrator may confirm the detention 
order and continue the detention of the 
detenu for a period, not exceeding tho maximum 
period prescribed by section 14 as it. Ihhil's 
fit. 

(2) In any case where the Advisory Board has 
reported that there is, in its opinion, no 
sufficientjeause for the detention of the' person 
concerned, the Administrator shall revel e 
the detention order and cause the delonu 
to be released forthwith.

15. (1) Without prejudice to 1 he provisions of the 

General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897) a 
detention order may, at any time for 
reasons to be recorded writing, be 
revoked or modified by the Administrator 
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notwithstanding that the order has been 
made by an authorised officer. 

(2) The expiry or revocation of a detention 

order (hereinafter in this sub-section referred 

to as ; ’the earlier detention order") shall 
not bar the making of another detention 

order (hereinafter in this sub-section referred 

to as "the subsequent detention order" )- 

under section 3 against the same person: 

Provided that in a case where no 
fresh facts have arisen after the expiry 
or revocation of the earlier detention order 
made against such person, the maximum 
period for which such person may be detained 
in pursuance of the subsequent detention 
order shall in no case extend beyond the 
expiry of a period of twelve months from 
the date of detention under the earlier deten¬ 
tion order. 

16. (1) The Administrator may, at any time, for 

reasons to be recorded in writing, direct 
that any person detained in pursuance of 
a detention order may be released for any 
specified period, either without conditions 
or upon such conditions specified in the 
direction as that person accepts, and may, 
at any time, cancel hi's release. 

(2) In directing the release of any detenu under 
sub-section (1) the Administrator may require 
him to enter into a bond, with or without 
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sureties, for the 
conditions specified

(1) shall surrender himself at the time.

No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding 
shall lie against the Administrator or any officer 
or person, for anything in good faith done or 
intended to be done in pursuance of this Act.

Act, 1980 shall be made by 1 lie Adm mistral or 

or any officer subordinate to 1' ' rn in respect of 
any bootlegger, dree offender, dangerous person, 
immoral traffic offender, or property grabber 
in the Territory on the ground of preventing him 
from acting in any manner prejudicial to the main¬ 
tenance of public order, in so far as an order under
